250 The methods of cnlry in the Register of Adjustments shall

No 7581F—31st October 1934—The view that the Fundamental 
Leave llules are unduly liberal and that they should be replaced by 
something more closely related to actual requirements was expressed 
by the Bengal Retrenchment Committee and has been taken by several 
Governments in India who have recently published revised leave rules for 
peisons appointed to then service after a specified date The Bengal 
Government after a detailed examination of the subiect, have accepted 
thiCview and have made revised ruleB which will be found in the 
Bengal Servires (Revision of Leave) Rules, 1934, published with 
Finante Department notification No 7430F , dated the 29th October 
1914 Tlir r< vised uiles apply to all persons subject to the rule-making

(7) note how far the defects pointed out at previous inspections have 
been removed, and how far orders previously issued have been 
complied with, and 

(2) mquire into tho cause of all accidents which have taken place since 
the last inspection 

6 Tho Inspector may request tho occupier or tho manager of the 
factory to Bupply lam with any information necessary to enforce the 
observance or otherwise of any provision of the Act, or the execution or 
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observance of any order of an Inspector Such requests if made during an 
inspection, shall be complied forthwith if the information is available in tbe 
factory, and if made by letter, shall be comphi d with within seven days 
from the date of receipt 

7 An Inspector may require the occupu r or the manager of a factory 
to produce forthwith any registers or other documents kept m pursuance 
of the Aot or of these rules, or of any order under the Act 

8 The Inspector may require the occupier or th< manager of a 
factory to properly file and exhibit to him any certificate order, litter 
report, or other document issui d by on Insjiei tor or other officer duly 
appointed m this behalf by the Government or by a local authority with 
rospeot to tho fitness or safety of tho factory or any portion of its buildings, 
works, plant, machinery, apparatus, or ways, or with respeit to the fitness 
of persons employed in the factory 

9 In tho case of factories situated in places within the limit of a local 
authority if it appears to tho Inspector that there has been a breach of the 
provisions of any municipal or loial Act relating to samtaiy arrangements 
removal of objectionable rubbish thi cleaning and feuiing of water tanks 
or tho like matters, tho Inspector shall without prejudice to any action 
which hi is empowered to take under the Ait or till rules thi rounder draw 
the attention of tho local authority to the breach of such provisions 

10 When in any area the District Magistrate or an additional Inspector 
exercising tho powers of an Inspector makes an inspection, a copy of his 
note on the inspection shall lx sent to thi Inspoitor primarily responsible 
for tho administration of thi Act within that area for such action as the 
latter may think necessary 


CHAPTER III 
Duties of certifying surgeons 

11 Tho certifying surgeon shall fix suih place and such times foi the 
attendance of persons wishing to obtain certificates of age and physical 
fitness as he may deem convenient Notice of thi placi and the times thus 
fixed shall be given to the managers of factorn a within the local limits for 
which he is appointed The occupu r or manage r of a factory or person 
examined shall not bo ohnrgt abli with any fie or eonHidiration of any kind 
for an examination made or certificate granted by tin certifying surgion or 
examining surgion, but wbiri a registered praetitiimn is ritauud by the 
ocoupier or manager of a factory as medical officer in consult ration of a 
salary, his duties may include thoHi of examining surge oil whin hi is 
authorised under sub section ( 2 ) of section 12 by the certifying surgeon 
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12 The number of visits per annum to any factory by a certifying 
Burgeon, shall lie m accordance with the requirements of the Chief Inspector 

13 ( 1 ) Certificates of fitness granted under section G2 to children or 
adolescents shall be in Form No 1 or Form No 2, as the case may be, in 
the schedule annexed to these rules 

(2) Every c ertifymg surge on shall keep a bound book containing Form 
No 1 and Form No 2 m foil and counterfoil The forms shall be numbered 
consecutively and shall be printed on durable material 

(3) Fvery certificate granted under section 62 shall be prepared by filling 
up tho foil and counterfoil, on both of which shall also lio impressed the left 
thumb mark of the person in whose name the certificate is grante d 

14 The certifying surge on shall, when satisfied as to the correetness of 
the entries made therein, sign the foil and initial the counterfoil, anel shall 
deliver the foil to the person at whose request tho certificate was granted 
The foil so delivered shall bo the certificate granted under section 62 

16 Where a certifying surgeon authorises a registered medieal practi 
tioner to be an examining Hurgton ” such authorisation shall bo in 
Form No din the schedule annexed to these rules, and shall bo framed and 
displayed as required by sub section (2) of section 76 

16 On every certificate granted by an examining surgeon the word 
“ provisional ” shall be printed or stamped in red ink at the top of each foil 
and counterfoil 

17 (/) Tho certifying surgeon at his periodical visits shall personally 
examine every person who is in possession of a “provisional ’ certificate and 
may confirm the certificate 

(2) A certifieate issued by an examining surgeon shall he eloe med to have 
been confirmed by the ce rlifj mg surgeon only whe n such ee rtifieate has in the 
presence of the c ertifymg surgeon been impressed with the left thumb mark 
of tho person m respe e t of whom it has been grante d, and when the counter 
foil has licen signed by the certifying surgeon, and when the certifying 
surgeon hasdeli ted the word “ provisional and placed his initials against 
the dolotion 

18 A certifying surge on revoking a certificate under subsection (4) of 
section 62, shall cause the word revoked ’ to be clearly stamped or written 
in rod ink on the foil and counterfoil 

CHAPTER IV 
Sanitation 

19 ( 1 ) The inside surface of all walls of the rooms of a factory and all 
the ceilings or tops of those rooms (whether those walls, ceilings or tops are 
plastered or not) and all passages and staircases of a factory, it they have not 
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been paintea or varnished once at least within five years, shall be lime 
washed or colour washed once at hast within tvirv twelve months, to date 
from the time when they were luHt lime washed or eolonr washed and Bhall 
bo mamtaineel in a elcanly state 

(2) Alleolumns beams, rafters, doors, window flames and other structures 
within a factory shall, if not lime washed or colour washed as re ejuire d under 
sub rule (/)of this rule lie painted or varnished at least once in every five 
years, to elate fiom the time when they were last painted or varnished and 
shall be maintained m a cleanly state 

Provided that, in any factory or puit thereof if tho Inspector is of the 
opinion that lnne washing, eolonr washing painting or varnishing as reepnred 
by this rule, is unnecessary to satisfy the requirements of section 13 he 
may, by order in writing exempt such factorj or any portion thereof from 
the piovisions of tins rule 

20 The manager of every fuetor\ not exempted under the proviso to 
rulei 19 shall maintain a register in 1orm No 4 in the schedule annexed 
to these rules showing the dates on wlueh the different parts ot the factory 
have be in lime washe d e olonr washe cl, painted or \ anusheel 

21 Norubbish filth or debris shall bealloweel to accumulate or to re mum 
on the pre mises of a factory or within the precincts thereof in such a posi 
tion that effluvia or anj other nuisance therefrom can arise within the fee 
tory 

22 The floors of the rooms of a faetoiv and the precincts surroundmg 
a factory shall be ke pt m a stnetlj sanitary and e le anly condition and all drams 
carrying waste or sullagr water shall lie constructed in masonry or other 
impermeable material 

23 Iho area aiouuel the place where drinking watei is supplied to the 
operatives shall be maintained m a clean and draine el condition 

24 Every factory shall he provide el with latrine and urinal arrommoda 
tion on tho following scale — 

(1) Tn faitoncH where females me employed there shall be one sanitary 

convenience feu evuy 25 females 

(2) In fuitonis where males are employed there sliull lx one sanitary 

convenience for c\ery 25 males provided that in factories where 
the nunitsr of males employed execs els J00 it shall be sufficient if 
there is one sanitary convenience for ever) 25 males up to the 
first 100, and one for every 50 thereuftii 
Ivory factory in which the number ot mules employed exceeds 50 
shall lie provided with urinal accommodation on a scale which shall 
not lie le ss than one place for e \e ry 100 mules e mploye d 

In calculating the number of cuiivenieiiies lequirid under this rule, any 
odd number of persjus less than 25, 50 and 100, as the euse may lie, shall be 
reckoned as 25, 50 or 100 
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25 ( 1 ) The design of every sanitary convenience in a factory shall bo 

subjeet to the approval of the Director of Public Health, and its construction 
subject to the approval of tile Chief Inspector 

<2) The site or situation of every sanitary convenience shall be Bueh that 
no effluvia therefrom can arise within the rooms of the factory 

(3) No sanitary convenience shall communicate with any work room except 
through the open air or through an intervening air space 

(4) Every sanitary convenience shall be conveniently accessible to all 
persons employed m the factory during the periods of their employment 

(5) Every sanitary convenience in a factory shall be under cover and so 
partitioned off as to secure privacy and if for the use of females shall have 
proper door and fastenings 

(6) Where persons of Loth sexis arc employed, separate conveniences 
shall be provided for each sex and outside each latrine, at the entraco, thirp 
shall be displayed m a conspicuous position, an appioved sign or a notice m 
the vernacular, clearly indie ating the sex for which the latrine is provided All 
latrines intended for females shall be so placed or so screened that the intmor 
shall not bo visible even when the door of any (onvcnicncc is op«n from any 
place whore persons of the other six have to work or pass, and if the con 
veniences for one sex adjoin those for the other sc x, the approaches Hhall be 
separate 

(7) Every sanitary convenience and urinal in a factory shall be kept in a 
clean and sanitary state, and shall be maintained in a manner approved by 
the Inspector 


26 In any factory in which the number of pe rsons employed exceeds 600, 
hand service latrines of the dry bucke t type shall not be permitted except 
with the previous permission oi the Local Government This rule shall take 
effect on and from the 1st January 1030 

27 Where septic tank latrines arc installed —

(10) The accuracy of each thormomoter shall be certified by the National 

Physical Laboratory, London, or by a competent authority appointed by the 
Local Government and such certificate shall be attached to the Humidity

41 Each thormomete r shall be mam tamed at all times during the period 
of employment in efficient working order, sd as to give accurate indications

(4) The Inspc ctor or any other persons authorised by the Local Govern 
ment in this behalf may, at any time, m order to satisfy himse If lliat the 
water supplied is fit for drinking take samples for analysis 

46 In every faotory in which any process involving contact by the 
workers with lead or any other injurious or obnoxious substances is earned on, 
them shall bo provided and maintained m a cleanly state and in good repair 
for the use of all persons emplojed m such process, the following — 

(I) (a) A trough with a smooth impervious surface fitted with a waste 
pipe without plug, and of such length as to allow at least two 
feet for every five such persons employed at any one time, and 
having a constant supply of water from taps or jets above the 
trough at intervals of not more than two feet , or 

(b) at least one wash basm for every five such persons employed at any 
one time, fitte d with a waste pipe and plug and having a constant 
supply of water laid on 

(2) A sufficient supply of soap and a nail brush at each tap jut or wash 
basm 

47 In every factory in which washing facilitiesm accordance with the 
requirements of rule 46 are provided for persons employed in any proce ss 
involving contact with lead or any other injurious or obnoxious substance, 
each such worker Bhall be allowed, for washing, before each of his rest 
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intervals and before the end of his day’s work, at least ten minutes in 
addition to his specified rest intervals and a notice to this effect sb0fre affined 
in a conspicuous position m oaoh department concerned 

CHAPTER VI 
Safety 

48 In every factory, all buildings, walls, chimneys, masts, bridges, tunnels, 
roadR, galleries, floors, platforms, stagings, and all structures, whether of a 
permanent or temporary character, shall be so designed, constructed and 
maintained as to involve no danger to human life or safety 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any suoh structure if it is 
designed or constructed ho as to contravene the provisions of any other Act 

49 In every factory, whe re, within the precinots, there are railway*, 
or other ck ctrical or mechanical means of transport, such railways or means 
of transport shall be designed maintained and operated in such a manner as 
to satisfy the Inapt ctor that there is no danger to human life and safety from 
them 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such railways or means 
of transjiort if the y au so designed, maintained and operated as to contravene 
the previsions of any other Aet 

60 Every opening in the ground or in a floor, wbieli by reason of its 
depth, situation, construction or contents, could cause personal injury, shall 
be securely fenud 

61 In every factorj, pumo movers or othor machinery, steam boilers 
or other vessels subject to presHiire, electrical equipment, and all tanks and 
mams, together with the bttingN of each of the aforesaid, shall be free from 
structural dofc ots so that there may be no danger to human hfo or safety 
They shall also be maintained sufficiently free from deterioration, and 
shall bo opt rate d (or attended) by persons of sufficient experience and 
skill, to satisfy tho Inspector that there is no danger to human life or safety 
from them 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any plant or machinery 
mentioned which is constructed, attended to or operated, so as to contravene 
the provisions of any other Act 

62 (/) In every factory, all moving parts of machinery shall be securely 
fenced or guaidcd, unless they arc so situated that they are in the opinion of 
the Inspector incapable of causing injury to workers 

(2) All fencing and guards shall l» strong and rigid and constructed to 
the approval of the Inspector 

(3) All fencing shall be so placed that it is impossible for any person to 
pass betwe cn the fene mg and the moving part and shall also prevent oemtaat 
of any person or his clothing with the moving machinery 
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Provided that if a machine contains a safety dovioe which (a) makes it 
impossible to expose a dangerous part of machinery whilst in motion or (6) 
stops the machine forthwith in case of danger, the machine shall be 
deemed to be securely fenced, if surh devices are fitted and maintained in 
efficient working order • 

53 If in any case it is represented to the Inspector and agreed to by him 
in writing that fencing would unduly obstruct or interfere with a manufacturing 
process or would otherwise be impracticable, such other protection or other 
measure as the Inspector may direct, shall be provided instead of fencing 

54 Suitable striking guar or other efficient mechanical appliances shall 
be provided and uBed to move driving belts on faBt and loose pulleys and any 
such gear or appliances shall la so constructed as to prevent accidental restart 
ing of the machinery 

Providi d that where tho Chief Inspector is satisfied that such striking 
gear or appliances arc not necessary or are impracticable for any class 
of machines, he may by ord« r in writing exempt such class of machines from 
this requirement 

55 In ovory factory all electrical equipment shall be sufficient in size 
and power for the work it is called upon to do and so constructed ms 
tailed, protected worked and maintained as to prevent danger to human 
life and safety 

Provided that where automatic mechanism is installed which renders 
dead any electrical equipme nt on the occurrence of danger, suoh mechanism 
shall be taken into account by the Inspector when considering the adequacy 
or otherwise of the protection furnished 

Provided also that in no rasi shall the Inspector accept as adequate any 
conditions or combination of conditions which an subject to objection under 
any other Act 

56 Whi n any plant mat hmcrv, apparatus or fittingB in a factory are 
not Haftgiutrdi d from danger to human life, and safety us laid down in rules

During the biennium under review, the number of union boards rose 
from 4,510 to 4,701 Of the 191 new union boards lonned during this 
period, 124 wtie m Bakargin) and 52 in Raishahi, the remainder 
being distributed among tht districts of Mymensingh, landpur and 
Khulna 

FranobKCi —The number of voteis on the union boaid electoral lolls 
rose from 2 30b, 199 in the yem 1910-31 to 2,435,342 in 19)1-32 and 
to 2,570,800 in 1932-13 The total number of members of union boards 
increased from 40 241 in 1910-31 to 41,921 in 1932-31 In most cases 
tlie elections were conducted smoothly and they aroused keen interest 

It is satisfactory to obseivc that the recent civil disobedience move¬ 
ment made little impression on these rural Helf-govemment institutions 
On the contrai v the union boards would appear to have exerted a 
distinctly healthy and steidymg influence Generally speaking, there 
was much less political trouble in ureas covered by union boards than 
in tracts wheie. theie was none In a few union boards in the 
Burdwan, Bunkura Hooghlv and Dinajpur districts, the elections were

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Individual MtivitiM Of Union Boards.— Ah observed in the resolu¬ 
tion lor 1980-31, this review of the individual activities of union boards 
is not comprehensive, depending as it does on the divisional reports, 
some ot which give more details of the activities of particular union 
boards than others Besides those mentioned in tins paragraph, 
therefore, there may be other union boaids equally deserving which

the help ot contributions from Ihe rural watei-supply grant placed by 
Government nt tlie disposal of the Commissinnei The Sasbaty union 
board (Howrah) exncavafed in 1932-31 n tank at a cost of Rs 400 and 
paid foi it entilely out of its own funds Some union boards in the 
Howrah district sank tube-wells entirelv out of then own funds in the 
year 1931-32 and of these TTdainaiainpnr is repotted to have sunk 6 tube- 
wells at a cost of Rs 1 345 A number of union boaids in the Burdwan 
district notably Bagliar Narugraui, Siniulm Pila Bogpur and 
Kuichar, spent about Rs 1 000 each on water-supply in 1932 13 

The two Biss type schools established bv the Baikunthapur union 
board and another by the Atghona board m the Burelwan district, vorked 
well The tree lower primuv schools at Ruipui and Chhatnu in the 
district of Bankura were maintained entncly bv the union boards, while 
the Ajodhya union board (Bankura) maintained a free primary and 
music school, and the Dwanka (Bankura) union board maintained a flee 
primary school for boys The Knshnadevpur union board (Burdwan) 
continued to maintain a free primary school cm a voluntary basis In 
the Bnbhum distint 3 primary schools in the Sadai circle, 4 in tlie 
Dubrajpur and 5 in the Mollnrpur elides weie maintained by union 
boards, while the Ghmsa union boaid maintained a girls’ muktab, 
the Samthia, Sultaiipm, ('lunpai and Hetampui union boards main¬ 
tained guls’ sc bools and the bultunpur, Khnyrnsole and Gohaliara 
union boards maintmied night schools In 1931-12 new dispensaries 
were staited by the Bagnapuru (Burdwan) PaUianna (Bankuia) 
Beguinpiu (Uooghly), Maju (Ilowiah) Raninagui Pane hgram 
Baidhnnpur and Mamkchuk union bonrds (in Muishidibad district) 
Most ot tlimn retoived the Government subsidy ol Rs 250 oi Bs >00 n 
year act oi ding as the dispensary was i ullage oi thani dispensin'! 
The union boards at Kiislinudevput uid Kanclri (both in the Burdwan 
distiict) constructed buildings for such dispensanes The Saltoia 
union board (Bankura) started a leper clinic and spent Rs 1 696 on 
dispensaries during the yiar 1932-33 In 1931 32 the Gupti union 
board (Tippera) and in 1932-33 the llapgaiij (1’ippein) und Ram- 
chandiapur (Tippeia) union boards spent more thui Rs 2,000 each on 
works of public utility while the Laksam union boaid m 1931-32 and 
the llapgaii] union boaid m 1932 33 (both in Tippera) icalised 
niicler section 17(b) Rs 1,115 and Rs 1,190 respetlively, for expendi¬ 
ture on such works In the Noakhali district laudable aiian r ,t me nts 
wore made ill 1932-31 for conservancy, supply of filtered water and stieet 
lighting by the Bnnchhanagar union bomd The Busikpur union board 
also in this district conation ted a good motoiable load, about two miles 
long, mainlv wirli the help of local contributions Dining 1932-33 
several union boards in the distiict of Bogra made arinngoments for 
conservancy and street lighting, and the Domar and Nilphaman union 
boards in Rangpur inaugurated street lighting in then respee live towns 
The Nilphaman and Saidpur union boards in Rangpui anil the Ishurdi 
union board m P-bna continued to maintain systems of conservancy 

While appreciating the useful work done by these boards the 
Minister regrets to note that there wero several instances of laxity in 
realising union rates resulting m delayed payments to ehaukidars and 
dafadars, defalcations and irregular expenditure frtini union funds and 
inequitable imposition of union rates He hopes that with the growth 
of administrative experience the union hoards will avoid such 
irregularities in future 
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Working of Union Bonohoo ami Oo«rt».— The reports froathe 

districts show that union benches are gradually getting more popular 
Their constitution is also being viewed with greater appreciation by the 
public Substantial Telief is reported to have been afforded to Magis¬ 
trates by these benches in most of the districts The total number of 
benches'working in 1932-33 was 1 177 against 987 in 1931-32 and 888 
in 1910-31 The number of cases dealt with by these benches in 1932-33 
was 68,000, showing an increase of 8,321 ovei that of 1931-32 The 
union couits aie reported generally to be gaining in popularity and 
affoidmg an increasing measure of relief to the Munsife in the majority 
of the districts The total number ol courts working during the year 
1982-33 was 999 against 776 in the year 1930-31 The number of suite 
instituted in these courts in 1932-33 was 138,392, showing an increase 
of 24,634 over that of the previous yeai Of the total number of 
applications for disposal under the proviso to section 88 of the Village 
Self-Government Act during the year 1932-33, 62 cases were either 
dismissed or not prosecuted, the lower courts’ orders were confirmed 
in 186 cases, modified in 28 cases and reversed in 123 cases while 36 
cases were remanded for retrial 

Relations between District Boards and Union Boards.— The relations 
between the district boaids and the union boaids were on the whole 
satisfactory The financial assistance rendered by the district boards 
a as however, still meagre m some districts (e g , Murshidabad, 
Bankura, Mymensmgh, Pabna) The total amount paid by district 
boards to union boards lose from Rh 4,77,388 in 1930-31 to Its 5,12,882 
in 1931-32, but fell to Rs 4,76,924 during 1932 33 This latter sum 
included Rs 1,96,444 paid to the boaids under section 33 of the Village 
Self-Government Act for the management of institutions and woiks 
transferred to them by district boards The total income leceived 
by union boards from pounds which is in effect a transfer of revenue 
from clistiict boards to union hoards fell from Rs 2,07,983 in 1930-31 
to Rs 1,95,141 m 1931-32 and again to Rs 1,82,853 at the end of the 
period under review The proportion between the grants made liv the 
district boards to union boards under section 46 of the Village Self- 
Government Act and the rates raised by union boards undei section 
37(6) of the Act continued to present the same extremes of variability 
as noticed m the resolution ior 1910-31 At the one extreme the 
Birbhum District Board made grants of Rs 3,753 only against 
Rs 49,494 realised from union iates in 1932-33 while at the other the 
Ehulnn District Boaid made giants amounting to 11s 36,630 against 
Rs 10,863 only raised from union rates Generally speaking the union 
boards were satisfied with the grants made by district boards, but in 
c ertain case s there wus a feeling that but for the compulsory provision 
of section 45 in the Act the district hoards would have paid nothing at 
all 

The Minister has noticed with pleasure the encouraging movement 
initiated in certain distncts for popularising the objects of the Village 
Self Government Act by holding periodical conferences of piesidents 
and members of uni m hoards He ubs also gratified to note the 
sue c ess of the first general conference of presidents of union hoards 
held under Ins ehanmanship in Calcutta in December 1931, and 
opened by His Excellency the Governor of Bengal The conference, 
which vas attended by ovet 100 presidents of union boaids, aroused 
much interest and it is to he hoped that it will develop into a 
periodical feature of the local self-government system

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STATEMENT OF OBJE0T8 AND REASONS 

The Albert Viotor Hospital for the treatment of Leprosy at Gobra is a State Hospital 
managed by a Board of Management under the Chairmanship of the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division The history of the Hospital goes back to the beginning of the 19th 
oentury, but the institution dates m its present form from the visit of Prince Albert to India 
in 1889, when a public subscription was raued to commemorate the visit and the funds were 
applied to establishing the Leper Asylum on a new basis under Government management In 
pursuance of this deoision the premises which had been constructed partly ut the cost of Govern 
ment and partly by public subscription were takon over by Government and the institution 
has sinae been maintained as a State Hospital financed from the budget ol the Govcrynent of 
Bengal At the same time there are several pre existing Trust Funds which constitute a 
supplementary endowment for special branches of work 

2 There are many disadvantages in maintaining as a State Hospital an institution which 
makes so direct an appeal to public charity as a hospital tor lepers Tin r< suit ih to discourage 
chanty which otherwise may be forthcoming for the improvement of tiie institution through 
the difficulty imd< r the accounts rules of enabling the Hospital to bom fit from (it neral Fndow 
ments At the sume time the existenn of misotllaneous Trust bunds allotatid to special 
purposes at tho Hospital has created difficulties of adjustment with Government exjieudituic
